PRIVATE POSTCARD*. 


The Kngllah Government Now Sanctions 
Them. 

Since the 1st of September the postof- 
flee authorities have granted permis¬ 
sion to the public to make use of private 
postcards and reply postcards, and the 
following are the rules which apply' to 
them: 1 . On all postcards there shall 
be charged and paid the rate of postage 
of one halfpenny. 2. On all reply post¬ 
cards there shall be charged the rate of 
postage of one penny. 8. A private 
postcard and a private renly postcard 
must, respectively be inane of ordinary 
cardbouru, not thicker than the card- 
bourd of which the thickest inland ollic- 
al postcard and inland olliclal reply post¬ 
card, respectividv are, for the time be¬ 
ing, made. 4. The maximum size of a 
private posteard«*shall be (as near us 
may be, having regard to variety Of 
form (that of the inland official postcard 
lor the time being in use; and the min¬ 
imum size of a private postcard shall 
not be less than three inches and one- 
quarter of an inch in length, and two 
inches and one-quarter of an inch in 
width. 5. The maximum size of a pri¬ 
vate replv postcard shall be (as near as 
may be, having regard to variety of 
l'orfn) that or the inland official 
reply postcard lor the time being in 
use, and neither part ol a private reply 
postcard shall be less than three inches 
ami one-quarter of an inch in length, and 
two inches and one-quarter ol an inch 
in width. G. Nothing shall be written, 
printed or otherwise impressed on the 
side of a postcard or reply' postcard, 
Which bears the postage stamp, except: 
(hi The address at which such card is to 
be delivered ; (b) The name and address 
of the sender ol the card ; and (c) Any 
direction as to the mode in which the 
postcard is to be dealt with—such, for 
example, as “immediate," “local,' ‘‘for¬ 
ward, “O.II.M.S." 7.

An American-the circumstance* 
of whose life compel her to live In . 
Russia—writer “The housekeeping 

here is very expressive of the real char ' 
acter of the jx«m|c. When I first eaine 
all my preconceived ideas seotned to Ikj 
quite upset. 

“The first dinner wo went to whn the 
moat beautiful thing I ever saw Such 
flowers, such gold and silver plate, such 
exquisite porcelains and such Iwautlful 
•ervicc! The table was a great square 
of onk, black as ink. and as polished ns 
marble. Verv wisely they had hot hid 
it* beauty under a cloth. Its only cov 
ering was two strips ol splendid 
old altar lace laid along each 
ed*e under the plates. I'p the 
middle of the table marched 12 
candlesticks, two aud two, aud 
these were of that lovely Venetian glass 
which has the milky green of shallow 
sea water, thickly powdered with gild 
dust.^ They were made In those fantas¬ 
tic dragon shapes of which the Venice 
glass-workers are so fond.and the shades 
were of delicate gold filagree, hnrdlv 
heavier than cobwebs, set over pale 
violet silk. There were 20 or lo tiny 
gold vases set about the table every¬ 
where, filled with whita and purple 
double violets—just careless little clus¬ 
ters, with long loose stems and a few 
leaves. At each plate stood a small for 
est of wine glasses, each one a gem of 
the Venetian factories, making 
charming mass of tran»lucent cofoi 
milky, green, amethyst aud gold. A*„ 
the forks and s]>oons and knives were 
works of art, with handles of gold, of 
carved ivory, of porcelain or of the beau¬ 
tiful ^Russian euumels and ciscle work. 

“Everything ouo touched or handled 
or used In any way was a delight to the 
eye, and the many men who served us 
simply moved like shadows. 

“The women were the most Ixvmtiful, 
high bred creatures I ever saw^jMch 
grace, such charm, such ease, mflohe 
fluency with which they slipjied^ 
one tongue to another ‘ without a 
ently knowing any difference , 

facility—in English, German, Freu_ 

Russian—tairly took away one’s breath 
And then such gowns and jewels! I 
have never seen women ho well dressed 
anywhere outside of America. The 
men weren’t quite so nice. Thev had 
heavy faces, and brushed their hair 
straight up like a scrubbing brush, ijn 
that odious Continental fashion, but 
they were ouitc as brilliant and accom¬ 
plished as the, women, and the effect of 
the whole was of the last perfection of 
civilization, luxury and high breeding. 

“Wo came away enchanted and sav¬ 
ing, ‘Isn’t it just like a pert little pro¬ 
vincial mind to judge a whole nation 
without knowing anything aboutthcin 

“At first, it was afl like that—every¬ 
thing was so picturesque, so graceful 
and luxurious, that we congratulated 
ourselves on being obliged to live in 
Russia. \Ve saw only the pleasant side 
—the outside of life. Finally we grew 
very tired of living in a hotel ana con- 
cluded we would sent a furnished homo 
for the season. There was flpe which 
had taken my fancy greatly. It was oc¬ 
cupied by people we knew and was par¬ 
ticularly picturesque. The owners were 
rich poefile, and they had furnished it 
in a seini-Oricnml fancy, which pleased 
me tremendously. Since Russian in¬ 
fluence Ims become paramount in Per¬ 
sia the-best of the Persian looms con¬ 
fine themselves to suppuly the Russian 
market, and the walls of this house were 
hung throughout with the most beauti¬ 
ful rums 1 had ever seen. it made the 
most charming picture when one went 
in out of the hitter cold to have a cup of 
afternoon tea there, and was ushered 
into this great drawing-room hung with 
these gorgeous mosaics of color, wide 
low divans all around the room, more 
splendid rugs under foot, the samovar 
steaming on a pearl inlaid table, low 
lights making a soft, rich gloom, and a 
faint smell of incense mingled with the 
perfume of the heaps ol hothouse 
flowers. So that when I heard tin so 
acquaintances were going to Paris and 
wanted to let their house as it stood I 
said nt once I would take it, without 
taking the precaution of examining it. 

•‘Tne day after they left I went over 
from the hotel to have a look about and 
see it there were any little rearrange¬ 
ments I wanted made before moving in,

•‘The seven Bibles rtf the world are 
the Koran of the Mohammedans, thcTri 
Fit ikes of tho Buddhists, the Five Kings 
of the Chinese, tho three Vedas of the 
Hindus, tho Zendavesta of the Persians, 
the Fddas of tho Scandinavians, and the 
Scriptures of the Christians. 

“Tho Koran is tho most recent of all, 
dating from about the seventh century 
after Christ. It is a compound of quota¬ 
tions from both tho Old and tho Now 
Testaments, and from tho Talmud. 

“Tho Tri Pitikes contain sublime 
morals and pure aspirations. Their au¬ 
thor lived and died iu the century before 
Christ. 

“Tho sacred writings of tho Chinese 
are called tho Five Kings, tho word
